1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicant claims a gas barrier laminate film comprising a base film and at least one gas barrier 
layer wherein the barrier layer is an organic/inorganic hybrid layer and the gas barrier layer has 
difference in oxygen transmission rate at 25°C in relative humidity of 10% and oxygen 
transmission rate at 25°C in relative humidity o 90% is within the range of 0 to 1 .0 x 10" 5 ml/m 2 
day Pa. The closest prior art, Sawai et al., U.S. Patent Number 6,638,645, teaches a laminated 
film comprising a base film and a gas barrier layer made form organic/inorganic hybrid 
materials. Sawai fails to teach or suggest that the difference in oxygen transmission rate at 25°C 
in relative humidity of 10% and oxygen transmission rate at 25°C in relative humidity o 90% is 
within the range of 0 to 1 .0 x 10" 5 ml/m 2 day Pa. 

2. Naruse et al., U.S. Patent Number 7,341,782 teaches a gas barrier film including a base 
material and an organic/inorganic hybrid layer that has an oxygen transmission rate of 10 ml/m 2 
atm or less at 23 °C at 90% relative humidity. Applicant's submission of the certified copy of the 
translation of the foreign priority document overcomes the Naruse reference.
